Kansas City, April 8. - The receiver­ 
ship for the Kansas City, P ittsburg and 
G ulf railroad, granted in this city late 
Saturday night by Judge Gibson, of the 
circuit court, will, according to the 
company’s officials, interfere in no way 
w ith the operation of the property and 
the reorganization plans, which have 
been m aking for some time since and 
which will go forward w ithout delay. 
The receivers, all of whom are Kansas 
City men, are friendly to the president 
of the road. A rthur R. Stillwell, who has 
engineered the property from its incep­ 
tion. The act. they declare, is a friendly 
one, and was made necessary to head off 
unfriendly aas tern 
stockholders who 
contem plated sim ilar action. 
The history of the Kansas City. P itts­ 
burg and G ulf railroad and the joint 
enterprises, the 
northern 
connecting 
lines and the Port A rthur ship canal, 
contains practically a realization of the 
long desired short line to the gulf. 
The 
finishing of the line was accomplished 
m ainly through the efforts of A. E. Still­ 
well. formerly vice president, now pres­ 
ident of the road. 
The road grew out 
of the old Kansas City. N evada and 
Fort Smith line, of which E. H. M artin 
was president. 
The Nevada and Fort 
Smith line was projected to run to 
the gulf, but 
only 
a com parative­ 
ly short part of it was finished when Mr. 
Stillwell picked up the proposition. The 
road WW built during the financial crisis 
of 1892-8 ami was an undertaking which 
few men believed would ever be com­ 
pleted. 
The original purpose was to 
make Sabine Pass. Tex., the southern 
terminus. 
Ko m tz Bios. of New York owned 40,- 
000 acres of land in and around Sabine. 
Stillwell made a proposition to build his 
road to Sabine if the Kountze# would 
give him 51 per cent of their interests 
there. 
The Kountzes declined the offer. 
Mr. Stillwell then went to Holland and 
interested Dutch capitalists in th e enter­ 
prise. 
It w as finally decided to make 
Port A rthur the road term inus and to 
build a ship canal from th a t point eight 
miles to Sabine lake. 
The last spike in 
the road was driven on Sept. ll, 1897, 
and the first through train reached Port 
A rthur on th at day. 
W hile the canal was building, in­ 
junction forwarded injunction to delay 
the work, and it was only finished on 
March 25 last, when the first shipping 
was brought up to Port A rthur from the 
gulf. 
In the meantime. Mr. Stillw ell 
assumed the presidency of the road, E. 
L. M artin being made vice president. 
Branch roads becoming necessary for 
northern connections, th e Pittsburg and 
G ulf company bought and built lines 
giving them Omaha and Quincy con­ 
nections. 
These latter lines are not ifi- 
cluded in the receivership. 
A bid for 
the Alton road, for a Chicago entrance, 
was made but fell through. 
Its long fight to complete the canal 
made it apparent several m onths ago 
th at the road would not for the present 
be able ta meet the interest on its bonds 
and reorganization of the whole prop­ 
erty was talked off. 
Mr Stillwell spent 
three m onths in New York w orking on 
the project and when he returned to 
Kansas City last week it was announ­ 
ced th a t satisfactory plans had been de# 
cided upon and would soon be announ­ 
ced. 
? 
A few days ago it was learned, ac\ 
cording to the lpgal officials of thejroad,' 
th a t the the State T rust company of 
New York, which holds the road's bonds 
to the am ount of $28,000,000, was pre­ 
pared to take decisive action if the in­ 
terest paym ents of $•‘>75, OOO due on April 
I, were not met. 
Saturday, learning, 
as they claim, th at certain eastern stock­ 
holders were intent on applying for a 
receivership, it was decided by local of­ 
ficials of the road to head them off. Ac­ 
cordingly, C. E. G rannis of New Haven, 
a heavy stockholder, who is favorable 
lo the local interests, applied for a re­ 
ceivership, arousing Judge Jam es Gin- 
Ron of the circuit court from bed at a 
late hour Saturday night to appoint re­ 
ceivers. 
The men appointed, 
E. L. 
M artin, Robert G illham and J. McD 
Trimble, are respectively vice president, 
general m anager and general counsel of 
the road, and are friendly to Mr. S till­ 
well. 
The general allegation in the petition 
for receivers is th at the road is insolvent 
in th at is is unable to meet the interest 
upon its bonds which fell due April I,

Temperance men throughout theooun- 
trv, assisted by whisky dealers, have 
been m aking a strong effort to secure 
prohibition of the sa c of beer at m ilita­ 
ry posts and soldiers’ homes, and they 
succeeded in getting through congress 
during the last session a provision in tho 
arm y reorganisation law th at “no officer 
cr private soldier shall be detailed to sell 
intoxicating drinks, as bartender or oth­ 
erwise. in any post exchange canteens, 
nor shall any person lie reqnired or al­ 
lowed to sell such liquors in any en­ 
cam pm ent or fort, or on any premises 
used for m ilitary purixises by the United 
States.” 
The secretary of w ar is specifically 
directed to issue such other general or­ 
ders as may lie necessary to carry these 
provisions into effect. 
Judge Advocate General Lieber held 
th at the se ction required the total pro­ 
hibition of the sale of intoxicating liq­ 
uors, b u t Secretary Alger simply pub­ 
lished the law “f*.r the inform ation of 
all concerned.”

years each. All franchise ordinances are 
to lie subm itted to a vote of the people.
